A system for printing fro m a web application, comprising: 

a weh server providing web application content nf the web application on a browser 
of a client comp uter; 

a personal imaging repository for stori ng imaging data for a user profile: and 
a print destina tion server for printing target data from the web application, 
wherein upon a_user selection to print target data from the web application content. 
the web application content creates and sends a request to the web server, the weh server 
constructs imaging data for the target data, the we h application content transfers the imaging 
data to the personal i maging repository for the user profile, the web application content 
directs the browser to the print destination server and the print destination server prints the 
imaging data .

11. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in claim 1 wherein said personal 
imaging repository comprises a composition store for storing imaging compositions of the 
imaging data that are serviced as a single unit. 

(Currently Amended) The system as defined in claim 1 1 wh e rein sold imaging 
composition comprising wherein each imaging composition comprises a link reference for 
each imaging data that is serviced as a single unit.
